The progress which is being made 
different directions and the in- 
ereasing and widespread interest which 
is being taken in aviation, leads them 
to believe that the day is not far dis- 
tant when commercial air _— service 


[routes will cover the United States. 


How far and how rapidly it will be 
possible to extend air communication 
either by airplane or dirigible, to for- 
eign countries on this continent or in 
Europe, will depend on future prog- 
ress in the art of flying and in the 


size and safety of the machines. Gov- | 


ernment officials were not willing to- 
day to go so far as- to predict that 
regular trans-Atlantic’ passenger and 
commercial service wag in sight, al- 
though to some of the nearer Amer- 
can republics it is believed to be a 
matter of the near future. 

Mail service to Havana is expect- 
ed to start about January 1, next, 
when a new airplane service to Cuba 
is opened; and it is believed that 
this will be extended to Central 
Americ: and Panama within the next 
vear. Airplane mail service across 
the Atlantic. in the opinion of some 
officials. will also be established in 
the not-distant future. 

While the United States has not 
been developing its commercial avia- 
tion as rapidly as have many of the 
European countries, it is pointed out 
that in airplane mail service this 
country is leading all others and that 
it is doing this without government 
subsidy to help maintain the operat- 
ing companies. With this as a basis 
it is helieved that commercial aviation 
in this country will develop rapidly 
once the industry has reached a point

DALLAS MAN KILLS 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution | 
and The Chicago Tribune.) 


Chicago, Ill, September 19.—Ex- 
pansion of moist-heated air formed 
over the Caribbean sea, attended by 
abnormal atmospheric conditions, de- 
veloped a hurricane over the Gulf of 
Mexico and southern Florida, accord- 
ing to the scientific explanation of 
the storm given today by C. A. Don- 
nel, assistant forecaster at the Chica- 
go weather bureau. 

The 5urricane, it is explained, is a 
mighty swirl of wind in a circle from 
a huadred miles to 500 miles or more 
across. This is similar to the- mid- 
western tornado except that the cir- 
cular area of disturbance is many 
times larger than that of a tornado. 
The circling hurricane, as a_ whole, 
moves slowly, but the wind traveling 
in the circle attains a velocity of 100 
miles and sometimes as much as 150 


miles an hour. 

“The usual course of the West In- 

dian hurricanes—there befrag  custo- 
marily three or four annually—is west- 
northwestward toward the United 
States as far as the Bahama islands,” 
Donnel said. 
“But in this storm an area of high 
barometric pressure, which resists hur- 
ricanes, existed—has existed for sev- 
eral days—and caused it to sweep 
into the abtaormally low presure on 
the gulf and fa Florida. 

“When a hurricane strikes land it 


is quickly dissolved by buildings, for- | 


ests, mountains and other obstacles. 
At sea the hurricanes often develop 
intensity rather than abate. 

“The formation of a hurricane is 


caused when the moist air over tropic 
waters becomes heated dnd expands 
rapidly. Then a whirling starts in a 
spot in the heated area, and soon it 
begins to move, gathering intensity 
the while. 

“Usually torrential downpours ac- 
company the high winds.”

New York, September 19.—(/)— 
With the shadow of Bobby Jones’ 
startling defeat in his third attempt to 
gain the national amateur golf cham- 
pionship hanging over his chances, 
Walter Hagen, colorful professional, 
will start his third drive tomorrow 
for that championship over the Salis- 
bury links at Garden City. 

In defending the title he won first 
at French Lick Springs, Indiana, in 
1924, and retained at Olympia fields, 
Madison, Ill., last year, Hagen faces 
64 leading rivals, with only three 
of the top-notchers missing. Mace- 
Donald Smith, the Canadian and Met- 
ropolitan champion; William Mac- 
Farlane, open champion in 1925, and 
Jock Hutchison, who held the title in 
1920, will not bar the way of the 
champion. 

In his attempt to achieve a record 
where Atlanta’s Bobby failed, Hutch- 
inson failed to qaulify in the section- 
al test held at Pommock several weeks 
ago. 

Sufficient class is included in the 
opposing ranks, however, to force the 
great Hagen to the utmost. Two for- 
mer champions, Jim Barnes, who has 
won two professional championships 
the first in 1916 and the second in 
1919, and Gene Sarazen, fiery little 
Italian, who conquered the field in 
1922, will be on the starting line. 
Aside from the former title holders, 
the greatest menace to Hagen’s con- 
tinned reign rests in the elubs of

Who knows but that the Burns- 
Stribling set-to may mark the begin- 
ning of the end for the Dempsey- 
Tunney winner? Stribling’s chief aim 
in life has been to establish himself 
as the leading contender for the heavy- 
weight title. He is only 21 years old, 
weighs 176 pounds and has thrice 


fought for the world’s light heavy- 
weight championship. Burns, while 
not so promirent in the fistic world, 
has been stepping out of late, and he 
hopes by adding the scalp of the Geor- 
gia typhoon to his belt he will be 
able to demand a match with Jack 
Delaney, then later when he polish- 
es off the Bridgeport star and takes 
on a few more pounds, to set his cap 
on the heavyweight championship, 
too. 

Stribling and Burns are the same 
age. The former will carry about eight 
or 10 pounds’ weight advantage Tues- 
day night.

surns fight, thinking Frankie wouid 
win and that W. EL. had a_ better 
chance of defeating Murphy han 
Burns.”

Coral Gables Loss. 

The loss at Coral Gables will not 
be large, as compared to other cities 
in the Miami area. It escaped large- 
ly the force of the hurricane, Some 
residences and business houses, how- 
ever, were unroofed and trees and 
shrubbery uprooted. 

The greatest loss of life, perhaps in 
the Miami area was in three cities 
or towns to the north and west of tre 
city proper. Hialeah was virtuall? 
levelled. The loss of life there will 
exceed a score in all likelihood. ‘The 
houses are small and of inferior con- 
struction and the hurricane mowed 
them down almost without exception. 
Hundreds were wounded. Added to 
the suffering was high water from 
the Miami canal, which drains the 
Everglades into the Miami river. It 
burst its banks and swept over the 
little city. 

In Little River and Lemon City, 
there was the same tale of devasta- 
tion and destruction wrought upon all 
buildings. There was hardly a struc- 
ture in either of them that was not 
damaged. Some were in heaps, the 
walls of others were caved in and

Loss of life and the toll of injured A\ A 
was very heavy in these two towns. 
The manager of the largest bus com- 
pany in Lemon City said that his ma- 
chines alone had earried 350 injured to 
hospitals, school houses and other re- 
lief stations.
